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Reports to Members. 


President. 

After three years of carefully planned work and intense applica¬ 
tion by the Director and staff, the large collections of exhibits 
possessed by the Institute and Museum are assuming that well 
ordered and scientific arrangement that delights the eye and appeals 
to the interest of visitors and members. The continually increasing 
interest of the public is evidenced by the large attendance at the 
Museum and at the lectures provided by the Institute, the Museum 
attendance now exceeding 3,000 per week. 

Membership. —The membership at the beginning- of the year 
was 157 life members and 431 annual subscribers. We have lost 
11 members by death and 39 by resignation and removal, while .50 
new members have been elected. The present roll is 568, of whom 
156 are life members. 

Considering the existing conditions of trade and finance, these 
figures cannot be considered as unsatisfactory, and we thank those 
members who have assisted us in maintaining our membership bv 
proposing the 30 new members elected. May we claim their further 
efforts to secure new members and thus materially assist in the 
maintenance and development of the Institute and Museum. 

Obituary. — I refer with deep regret to the death of Mr. Moss 
Davis and Mr. H. S. Dadley, and, at the same time, express our 
grateful appreciation of the many gifts of European Arts and 
Maori antiquities made during the past seven years by Mr. Davis, 
and of Mr. Dad ley's generous bequest of the greater part of his 
valuable collection of Oriental arts and crafts. The gifts them¬ 
selves. and the examples of the giving, are alike enrichments of 
our city life. 

We also record with regret the deaths of Captain G. McKenzie, 
Messrs. Alexander Fotheringham, M. A. Clark. W. J. Rainger, 
H. P. Cockroft, J. E. Russell, L. Arnoldson, W. Todd Smith. 
J. D. Williamson. F. W. Wake, and Charles Rhodes. 

Council. — Eleven meetings of the Council have been held, and 
the same number of Finance Committee meetings, all very fully 
attended, the keenest interest being displayed by all members in 
the multitude of matters calling for attention. 
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Special reference must be made to the “Moa Searching Com¬ 
mittee," Mr. Mappin, Sir Carrick Robertson and Mr. Pycroft, 
who; with the Director, have done work of great value and have 
materially added to our research and display collections of Moa 
remains. 

Mr. Pycroft visited Melanesia during the year and returned 
with many valuable specimens for our collections. Mr. C. Reginald 
Ford, who lias been a member of the Council for seven years, has 
accepted the position of Hon. Curator of English China. 

Finance.—Receipts during the year, at £7,791, were £211 
less than last year, the chief reductions being £125 in interest and 
rent, and £29 in subscriptions. The expenditure, also, at £7,890, 
has been reduced bv £345. 

During the past two years our revenue has declined by £560 
per annum, and unfortunately we must expect still further reduc¬ 
tions in receipts from invested funds and members’ subscriptions 
during the coming year. Staff salaries have been reduced and 
rigid economy has been exercised over all items of expenditure; 
and it is only by the aid of the contributions of Local Bodies that 
the institution can be maintained. In this connection we may be 
permitted to refer to the opinion expressed by Mr. Markham as 
to the high standard attained by the Museum, and to refer also 
to the fact that overseas Museums, with which he favourably com¬ 
pared ours, have much larger incomes. We are doubly grateful 
to have the assistance of the Local Bodies in these difficult times, 
and we trust that an increased number of citizens will give us their 
present support as members, and that the roll of benefactors may 
continue to extend. 

Museum.—Additions to the displays have been made in all 
departments. Six special exhibitions have been held during the 
year and have attracted a considerable amount of public interest. 

An unusually large number of gifts has been received, notably 
the splendid collection of Oriental arts bequeathed by the late 
Mr. H. S. Dadley. 

The school service has been extended both by an increase in 
the number of circulating loan exhibits and by the delivery of 
special educational talks and lectures in the Museum. The Council 
regards this educational work as one of the most important duties 
of the staff, and feels sure that its value is appreciated by the 
community. 
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The customary evening meeting for the demonstration of the 
activities of the Museum to members of the contributing Local 
Bodies was held on October 11th, when renewed expressions of 
appreciation of the value of the educational work being carried out 
were given by the visitors. 

Roll of Honour Committee.—The President and Sir George 
Richardson were appointed delegates from the Council to the above 
committee, which desires me to report that steps have been taken to 
obtain designs for stained glass windows which it is hoped to install 
in the Memorial Shrine. There are also in preparation two cases 
to contain a complete roll of honour on parchment. 

The large public attendances at the Anzac Day and Armistice 
Day services, which are carried out with dignified ceremonial by 
the Returned Soldiers’ Association, have been most gratifying. 
The presentation to schools of flags which have flown on the 
Cenotaph is an especially valuable part of the proceedings. 

Another impressive ceremony was the unveiling of the old 
Colours of the 58th Regiment, which was attended by a large num¬ 
ber of veterans and descendants of the members of the Regiment 
and by the 13th (North Auckland) Regiment and its associated 
cadet battalions. 

Public Affairs.—The Council has taken an active part in the 
movement to preserve the Waipoua Bush as a permanent Forest 
Sanctuary and has joined actively in the protest against the indis¬ 
criminate liberation of opossums throughout the country. 

R.R.s. “Discovery II.”—We had the pleasure, during the 
winter, of welcoming the Royal Research Ship Discovery 
II. to Auckland, and I desire to express the thanks of the 
members of the Council’ and staff to Commander Carey 
and Mr. John and their colleagues for the very interesting demon¬ 
strations which they gave of their important work, and for the 
invitation extended to Messrs. Falla and Powell to accompany 
them on their cruise in New Zealand waters. 

Staff.—The staff is small for the work that has to be done, but 
their willingness to assume extra duties at all times has maintained 
the work of the Museum at a high standard. The Council is con¬ 
fident that this high standard will be maintained in the enormous 
mass of work awaiting their time and attention.

Institute Meetings.—Nine evening lectures were arranged 
during the year, and three ordinary meetings. We are much 
indebted to the undermentioned gentlemen for giving us a series 
of most instructive and interesting addresses:—

The average attendance at the evening lectures was 235. At 
the ordinary meetings papers were read and accounts were given 
of research and collecting expeditions made by members of the 
Museum staflf. 

Astronomical Section.—The membership of the Astronomi¬ 
cal Society has increased to 35. Eight lecture meetings were held, 
addresses being given by Professor Burbidge and Messrs. F. H. 
Sagar. E. G. Jones, G. B. Bell. 1. L. Thomsen, W. S. Dale, 
R. A. McIntosh, and L. G. Wilson. 

Notwithstanding that it is still situated on an unsatisfactory 
site in the old Grammar School grounds, the observatory has been 
used by a larger number of members and their friends than usual. 
The past year was the tenth of the existence of the Society, and, 
although the section has been unable, through difficult times, to 
do much more than carry on, it is felt that with the gathering 
together of a group of working members, its activities may he 
considerably extended. 

Anthropology and Maori Race Section.—A record financial 
membership of 57 indicated clearly the increasing interest in the 
work of this Section. 

The syllabus of lectures proved very stimulating to members 
and their friends. 

The lecturers were: Misses O. Adams. L. M. Cranwell, Captain 
G. Humphreys-Davies, Messrs. G. Archey, V. F. Fisher, 
G. Graham, W. K. Hounsell, Pei Ee M. Jones, A. W. B. Powell, 
II. Taituha, and Cyril J. Whitmore. 

A special feature was a “Demonstration of the Use of Primi¬ 
tive Musical Instruments,” by the Boys’ Ethnology Club. The 
instruments were selected from those in the Museum collection, 
and the demonstration was greatly appreciated by the section 
members. 
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Owing to bad weather conditions a field day arranged had to 
he abandoned and the afternoon was spent studying the Museum 
cases illustrating Maori fishing. 

The officers of the Section were: Chairman, Mr. A. Geddes; 
Hon. Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. V. F. Fisher; Committee, 
Misses L. M.' Cranwell. Z. O. Lloyd, Messrs. R. A. Falla, 
G. Graham and A. T. Pycroft; Hon. Auditor, Mr. J. G. Rested. 

Additions to the Collections.—A noteworthy accession 
received during the year was the extensive collection of Japanese 
and Chinese Arts bequeathed by the late Mr. H. S. Dadley. Mr. 
Dadley’s collection had long been on exhibition in the Museum, 
and it is very gratifying to know that it is now included in the 
permanent collection of which it forms a most attractive and 
instructive section. 

Natural history specimens and collections received during the 
year are referred to in the reports of the departments concerned. 

In the ethnographical section special reference is due to the 
collection of Melanesian articles presented by Captain H. W. 
Burgess, and also to the extensive Melanesian collection made by 
Mr. A. T. Pycroft on his recent tour. Mr. W. J. Rainger presented 
two greenstone tiki and pendants, and also some particularly fine 
gold crystal specimens, and Mrs. A. A. Edger has presented a 
large handsome carved pare, or door lintel. 

Thanks are due also to Mr. George Graham, Mr. George 
Leaity. Mrs. H. E. and Mr. H. C. Maude, and Mr. Cyrus Cannon, 
for welcome additions to our ethnographical collections. 

The Most Rev. Archbishop Averill has deposited the handsome 
silver gilt christening plate presented to Albert Victor Pomare by 
Queen Victoria. Albert Victor Pomare was the first Maori child 
born in England, and the Queen took much interest in him and 
acted as Godmother at his baptism. 

Just before the death of our kindly benefactor, Mr. Moss 
Davis, a series of valuable gifts was received from him. They 
include a considerable number of rare early English gold and silver 
coins, Maori ornaments and weapons, and fine examples of 
European Arts. 

The Hon. Sir James Parr presented a collection of keys, 
trowels and other souvenirs of civic events during the past 25 
years, together with a case for their exhibition.

AIM Ann Report 
1932 to 1933 


The Egyptian section has received a fine collection of Predynas- 
tic articles presented by Mr. Guy Brunton, and specimens of 
European Arts have been presented by Mrs. H. C. Mellsop, Miss 
Keesing, Miss Wylde Browne, Mrs. Francis Clarke and Captain 

G. Humphreys-Davies. 

Additions to the War Collection have been made by Mrs. J. P. 
Campbell, who has presented one of the late Sapper Moore-Jones’ 
pictures; by Major-General Sir Geo. Richardson, Captain W. J. 
Hicks, and Messrs. J. A. Hornblow, C. J. O’Keefife and T. F. Grey. 

Special Exhibitions.—Six special exhibitions were arranged, 
the major exhibition being that of Chinese and Japanese Art. which 
was held in July. Contributors were Miss A. Vera Hay, Mr. H. S. 
Dadley, Captain G. Humphreys-Davies, Mr. D. Fergusson, Mr. 

H. E. Vaile and Mr. W. Mincher, and we have also to thank 
Captain Davies for contributing a considerable section of the special 
Guide, and Captain Davies and Mr. Dadley for delivering lectures 
during the exhibition. 

The Botanical Department held two special exhibitions, the 
first of paintings of native flowers, and the second of native spring 
flowers. 

‘ The Ornithology Department arranged an exhibition of New 
Zealand bird paintings in January, and a temporary migratory 
birds exhibition was set up in the spring. 

In September the Auckland Philatelic Society kindly arranged 
a most interesting exhibition of postage stamps illustrating natural 
history, native races, historical events, architecture and transport. 

Visitors.—The attendance of the public has been 157.884 
during the year, a weekly average of 3,036. Corresponding figures 
for last year were 148,501 and 2,856. 

Sunday Afternoon Lectures and Demonstrations.— 

Appreciation of Sunday afternoon lectures was so definitely 
expressed that Miss Cranwell arranged three instead of two series 
during the past year, one series being concerned with Springtime 
natural history and another associated with the special exhibition.

Maori plaiting and weaving exhibitions have also been arranged 
during public holidays. 

Enquiries and demands for lectures by members of the staff 
have again increased. Over three thousand enquiries were 
answered, and seventy-seven lectures were given by Miss Cran- 
well (14), Mr. Falla (30), Mr. Fisher (16), Mr. Powell (4). and 
the Director (13). 

Publications. —Eleven papers have been completed by mem¬ 
bers of the staff during the year, of which the undermentioned 
appeared in the third number of Volume 1 of the “Records,” which 
appeared in September. The remainder have been published in the 
Transactions of the N.Z. Institute and in overseas Journals.

The Waitemata Harbour Survey Committee has continued to 
collect specimens and relative data, and special expeditions were 
made in R.R.s. “Discovery II.” by Mr. Powell and Mr. Falla in 
acceptance of a kind invitation extended to them by Captain Carey 
and Mr. John. Mr. Powell also made a collecting trip to the 
Chatham Islands. 
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General. —The Hon. Numismatist, Mr. j. C. Entrican, has 
prepared a most interesting collection of British silver coins from 
Roman to the present time, and, in order to make the series com¬ 
plete, has added many fine specimens from his own collection. 

Tt would require a considerable list to record the valuable 
assistance which Mr. W. K. Hounsell, Hon. Technical Assistant, 
has given throughout the year to all departments, but special men¬ 
tion should be made of the care and skill which he applied so suc¬ 
cessfully to the preservation of the old Colours of the 58th 
Regiment, of the historical details he collected, and of the fine 
temporary exhibition set up in connection with the ceremony of 
unveiling the Colours. Mr. Hounsell has also arranged new 
displays in the War Trophy Hall. 

Extensive additions to the Museum display have been made 
during the year. Mr. Griffin has completely rearranged the 
Mackelvie collection and the European Arts section. Many fine 
wood carvings have been displayed on the walls of the Maori Court, 
and a special introductory case, interpreting Maori carving pat¬ 
terns, has been arranged at the entrance to the Maori Court. 

A case containing the kudu and the wildebeeste presented by 
the Zoological Gardens has been set up by the taxidermist, Mr. 
Dover, who has also presented and mounted in a habitat case a fine 
pair of introduced deer. Another group completed is that of the 
Wandering Albatross. 

The general labelling of the Maori section has been completed 
and considerable progress has been made with the Melanesian 
collection, and many hundreds of geological specimens have been 
set out and labelled. 

It has only been possible to complete so great an amount of 
work through the earnest activity of all members of the staff, pro¬ 
fessional. technical and clerical, who are always ready to help in 
each others’ departments as well as to develop their own, and by 
the willing service of the attendants.

Assistant Director. 

Numerous additions have been made to the collection of fishes 
during the year, among the special display preparations being 
painted casts of a world’s record Mako Shark, very large specimens 
of ling and trevally, and two rare marine eels, also an exhibit, with 
explanatory drawings, of the eggs of the Elephant Fish. The 
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reference collection of fishes has been maintained in good order 
and 148 new specimens were identified. 

Papers entitled "Revision of the Carangid and Seriolid Fishes 
of New Zealand." and “A New Genus and Three New Species of 
Marine Fishes” were published, and a paper describing a new 
species of Acantlwclinus is in the press. 

Much time has been occupied with cataloguing, cleaning and 
re-displaving the specimens of the Mackelvie Collection, and these 
are now exhibited in ten cases, all of which have been arranged 
during the year. To conform with the new display of the Mac¬ 
kelvie Collection necessary rearrangements were made in four 
cases in the European Arts section, and a considerable amount of 
work, involving much rearrangement, was also undertaken in 
connection with the special exhibition of Oriental Art. 

Six other cases were prepared: The Mrs. Alma Baker Collec¬ 
tion of Malayan Silver Ornaments, Sir James Parr’s Collection of 
presentation gold and silver keys, trowels, etc., the Dr. Bucknill 
glass collection, Greek and Roman glass and bronze, and the 
Oriental jade Collection. 

The Moss Davis Collection of curios and gold and silver coins 
was catalogued and a number of the articles placed on exhibition. 

Routine duties have included the recording of 508 double 
accession entries, 778 labels and index cards for fishes and other 
exhibits, and 347 enquiries.

Education and School Service. 

The School Service of the Museum has been maintained as in 
previous years, and extended in several directions. 

Loan Cases.—Thirty cases are now in circulation to 42 schools 
within a seven-mile radius of the Chief Post Office. The services 
of the carrier are now provided by the Education Board once a 
month, instead of fortnightly, as previously. While no extension 
of the regular round has been possible, two (niter suburban groups, 
with Birkenhead and Papatoetoe as centres, have made their own 
arrangements for transport. Twenty rural schools, at distances 
up to 150 miles, have borrowed specially packed specimen boxes, 
and requests for cases and loan specimens are growing in number. 

Slides and Films.—A dozen sets of natural history and ethnolo¬ 
gical lantern slides, and two natural history films (16 millimetre) 
are now available to schools having the necessary facilities. 
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Boys' and Girls’ Clubs.—These have now a total membership 
■of 60. and their activities are described in the departmental reports. 

Blind Institute.—Nature study classes have been conducted 
weekly during the school year by three members of the staff for 
children from the Institute school. There are 24 pupils, and classes 
are graded for junior and senior on alternate weeks. All speci¬ 
mens described are handled by the children, and short outdoor 
excursions have been made at suitable times. 

School Visits.—In connection with the visits of town and 
country classes, and of student groups, there has lately been adopted 
a plan of providing such classes with sets of definite questions, 
which may be answered by the examination of Museum exhibits. 
These have proved successful and it is intended to organise and 
extend this plan in the coming year. 

Other forms of school service have been:— 

(a) Identification of Specimens. 

(b) Advice on School Museums. 

(c) The Cheeseman Memorial Essay Competition. 

(d) A children’s exhibit in connection with the Annual 
Exhibition of Native Flowers.

Botanist. 

The balance of the collections has been greatly improved during 
tbe year through accessions of the lower plants. Professor W. A. 
Setchell (California), Marshall A. Howe (New York), and H. 
Skuja (Riga) being especially generous with specimens, literature 
and identifications of Algae. Collections of marine algae were 
presented by Miss Walker (Norfolk Island) and Mr. A. II. Pick- 
mere (Fiji). Nearer home, sets of seaweeds and flowering plants 
were received from Mr. R. M. Laing and Mr. J. E. Attwood. 
Personal collecting in the Tararuas, at East Cape and on the Vol¬ 
canic Plateau added valuable material for research, exchange and 
display. Thanks are due to Miss L. B. Moore. Mr. Norman Potts 
and Mr. V. I). Zotov for joining in some of these holiday trips. 

Good progress has been made towards mounting the Cheese- 
man Herbarium. We regret the departure of a most willing helper. 
Master James Thorley, who worked steadily at this for several 
months. 
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Display work, apart from the preparation of frames showing 
(1) Ragwort; (2) Canterbury Shingle-Mountain plants; (3) a 
Linnaeus exhibit: and (4) the use of Spartina for reclamation of 
mud-flats, and 170 descriptive labels added to the gallery cases, 
has been mainly of a temporary nature. Two major exhibitions 
were organised fa) an exhibition of paintings of native flowers, 
held for three weeks from June 3rd; and (b) the first of the 
“Cheeseman Memorial" Native Spring Flower Shows, held from 
October 9th-14th. A pleasing feature of the latter was the interest 
shown by school children. Two special tables of flowers were 
arranged, one by the Takapuna Grammar School and one by the 
Girls’ Botany Club. Thirty-five schools sent in for named bundles 
of flowers at the end of the exhibition. A smaller exhibit of South 
Island alpines, arranged in November through the kindness of 
Dr. H. H. Allan, was followed in January by a representative col¬ 
lection of Tararuan flowers collected by Mr. J. E. Attwood. 
Throughout the year the Native Plant Table was kept freshly sup¬ 
plied and labelled, while during the cooler months bowls of Kawa- 
kawa, the Maori svmbol of mourning, were kept in the Memorial 
Hall. 

A school case, showing the life-history and uses of Puriri. was 
prepared, and others showing the uses of New Zealand plants, will 
be finished when time permits. 

With the support of the Pangitoto Domain Board, a fairly 
successful effort was made to control such dangerous aliens as 
ragwort, eupatorium, blackberry, and tutsan. Two frames of 
these weeds were put on view on the island and a census of exotic 
plants prepared. An unsuccessful appeal was made to keep Rangi- 
toto free of garden plants, the true source of danger there. 

Field work on local fresh-water and marine algae was con¬ 
tinued, and a paper on the algal association's of the West Coast near 
Auckland is in preparation. A second paper on vivipary in 
Phormium Colcnsoi is being prepared with the assistance of 
Dr. H. FI. Allan. 

Enquiries reached the average of 63 a month. Some absorbed 
little time or trouble, others involved both. The satisfaction of the 
demand for identifications and lectures tends to cripple the pro¬ 
gress of other work. 


L. M. CR AN WELL. 
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Ornithologist. 

Additions to the bird collections during the year total 274 
specimens, including 30 nests and 27 eggs. Amongst these are 
included valuable collections made by Mr. A. T. Pycroft in 
Melanesia and at the Cavalli Islands. Specimens from southern 
New Zealand, presented by Mr. E. F. Stead, have included several 
species new to the collection, and Museum collecting during the 
year, under permit from the Hon. Minister for Internal Affairs, 
has added material much needed to fill gaps in the display and 
reference collections. 

Collections of vertebrates other than birds include spirit speci¬ 
mens from Melanesia obtained by Mr. Pycroft, various foreign 
reptiles and two skeletons of small whales. New Zealand lizards 
presented alive are kept in vivaria, which now contain 21 specimens 
of four species. Collections of butterflies from Solomon Islands 
(Mr. Pycroft) and New Guinea (Rev. A. H. Voyce) have greatly 
strengthened the Melanesian section of the insect collection. 

A new habitat group, illustrating the courtship and nuptial dis¬ 
play of the Wandering Albatross, has now been placed centrally in 
the New Zealand Bird Hall. Additions and rearrangement of the 
native birds include groupings to illustrate life histories, material 
to illustrate feeding habits, and a section illustrating bird migration 
in New Zealand. 

A special exhibition of the water colour drawings of native 
birds, prepared by Miss L. A. Daff for the N.Z. Native Bird Pro¬ 
tection Society, was held in December and was attended by a large 
number of visitors. 

In addition to lectures, special classes have been held as follows: 

Blind Institute—16. 

Technical College Agriculture pupils (for Entomology)—16. 

Forty-eight lantern slides and two 16 millimetre cinema pictures 
have been made during the year. 

Work on the reference collection of insects has been continued 
by Messrs. C. E. Clarke and E. Nevill, who give valuable attention 
also to the preservation of the specimens, and assist with identifica¬ 
tions. The reference collection of birds has been strengthened, 
particularly in Pacific Island birds and New Zealand sea-birds. 
Valuable reference series of many rare species are now available 
for study, and several types are included. 
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Research on the cormorants has been published in a paper in 
the Records of the Auckland Museum. The preparation of an 
extensive report on the birds of the Mawson Antarctic Expedition 
has been continued, and short reports have been prepared on special 
subjects for the information of the Royal Australasian Ornitholo¬ 
gists’ Union and the Auckland Acclimatisation Society. 

Accommodation, specimens and critical supervision have been 
provided for an artist engaged in preparing 24 water colour draw¬ 
ings for the N.Z. Native Bird Protection Society. 

Field work has been limited to three weeks in August with 
R.R.S. "Discovery II.." and in the Marlborough Sounds, also day 
trips totalling 16. Five of these were made in conjunction with 
Mr. R. S. Lediard. honorary photographer to the Auckland Zoo¬ 
logical Society, for the purpose of obtaining cinema films of native 
birds. 


Enquiries during the year total 602, about half of these relating 
to insect identifications. 


R. A. FALLA. 


Conchologist and Palaeontologist. 

The collections of Recent and fossil mollusca and of marine 
invertebrates have been enriched by a long list of accessions, ob¬ 
tained by gift, exchange and personal collecting. Outstanding gifts 
were a large collection of Melanesian shells from Miss E. Burgess 
and Mrs. J. Ford-Wilson, over 1,200 specimens of Melanesian 
shellfish from Mr. A. T. Pycroft, a large collection of Cook Island 
Crustacea from Mr. Drury Low. and deep water mollusca from 
600-<S00 fathoms off the New Zealand coast from Mr. W. Foster. 

Collecting trips to the Bay of Plenty, Queen Charlotte Sounds. 
North Canterbury and the Chatham Islands have resulted in a 
wealth of important material both for the Museum collections and 
for use as a medium of exchange. An outstanding find at the 
Chatham Islands was a new species of Pachymclon, a very rare 
genus, of which there was known previously only one Recent 
specimen. 

Six new exhibits have been installed in the shell gallery, and 
other cases have been improved by the addition of framed explana¬ 
tory panels. The new exhibits are: (1) Shellfish used by the 
Polynesians ; (2) shellfish used by the Maoris and the Melanesians ; 
(3) edible shellfish; (4) the distribution and life histories of shell¬ 
fish; (5) disease carrying water-snails and types of gasteropocl 
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shellfish; and (6) introductory case, illustrating the five classes of 
shellfish. 

In addition to outside lectures, nine classes have been conducted 
for the children of the Institute for the Blind, and forty class meet¬ 
ings and three field days for the Boys' Natural History Club. A 
sixth case for the School Service has been completed and is in 
circulation. 

The reference collections of Recent and fossil mollusca have 
been used extensively by students, and further work has been 
expended upon these collections in preparing and classifying new 
material. 

The following seven papers have been completed during the 
year, five of them having been published:—

“Two New Molluscs of the Pectinidae from 600-700 fathoms. 400 
miles West of New Zealand.” Trans. N.Z. Inst. 

“New Species of Subantarctic Mollusca.” 

“Two New Subrecent Land Snails from New Zealand.” 

“Seven New Species of Pelecypod Mollusca from Northern New 
Zealand.” I’roc. Malac. Soc. London. 

In addition further progress has been made with the ecological 
survey of the Waitemata Harbour, and a report has been com¬ 
menced upon the mollusca dredged in New Zealand waters, last 
year, by the Royal Research ship, “Discovery II.” 

About 540 enquiries have been answered, many of them by 
letter, and entailing the identification of specimens.

Assistant Ethnologist. 

The Ethnology department has received 1.159 additions during 
the year. The following are of special interest:— 

A collection of Melanesian ethnographical specimens, presented 
by Captain H. W. Burgess, a collection of Australian aboriginal 
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weapons from Mrs. W. D. Burrows, and a set of turtle shell discs 
from Mr. and Mrs. H. E. Maude. 

Deposited articles of interest included the following:— 

A large hei-tiki from Mr. R. Simpson, a collection of Maori 
fishing articles from Mr. E. C. Browne, letters and toki formerly 
owned by T. Solomon, the last of the Moriori, from Mr. C. E. 
Ford, and a collection of Maori articles from Thornton’s Bay, 
Thames, Mr. E. Thornton. 

Alterations made to exhibition cases include the following: 
3 American, 7 Melanesian. 1 Polynesian, 4 Maori. 

Exhibits of special interest include a deposited collection, 
deposited by Messrs. S. M. Hovell and R. P. Bell, of 531 Maori 
bone and stone specimens from Matatoki, Thames: a panel illus¬ 
trating wood carving in the Pacific, and a display of New Guinea 
shields and masks on the wall in the South Pacific Hall. Other 
specimens exhibited in tbeir respective cases totalled 132. 

Labelling has been proceeded with, chiefly in the Melanesian 
section. Credit is due to Misses Peacock and O. M. Rutherford 
for the valuable assistance given in labelling. 

The Ethnology Club for boys, which has a membership of 18, 
including a junior group, held 28 meetings and one field day. A 
school case showing the Maori methods employed when making a 
stone adze was prepared. The number of specimens borrowed by 
school teachers and Scout leaders amounted to 182. 

The collection of lantern slides has been increased by the 
addition of 128 new slides, including a fine series illustrating native 
life in the Gilbert Islands. A catalogue of negatives is in course 
of preparation. 

The important work of classifying the extensive reference 
collections has been continued. In this connection the Solomon 
Islands. Santa Cruz. New Hebrides, Banks Islands and New 
Guinea material have been stored, while considerable work has also 
been done on pendants and ornaments from other parts of 
Melanesia. 

Field work was carried out at Mercury Bay, Thames, Waihi 
Beach, Parawai and Matatoki. At Matatoki 129 specimens were 
secured as the result of excavating. 

The following paper was published during the year:— 

“Maori Decorated Sinkers.” 

Interviews and enquiries totalled 156, besides considerable 
correspondence. 


V. F. FISHER. 
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Library. 

Additions to the Library by gift number 37. and 134 volumes 
have been purchased. Exchanges have been received from twelve 
additional Institutes, increasing our total exchange list to 132. 

An Expenditure of £305 has been incurred on the Library 
during the year. A consignment of 114 volumes ordered from 
London has been received and catalogued, and progress has been 
made with the detailed classification of different sections of the 
Library. In addition to the purchase of hooks, considerable expen¬ 
diture has been incurred in binding the magazines and publications 
subscribed to by the Institute. The high rate of exchange will 
naturally affect our purchases during the incoming year. It is 
gratifying to note the steady increase of exchanges with Foreign 
Societies, also the donations from private individuals. 

The Library maintains its popularity with both research 
students and members.
